The joint ballot thus having 
been taken, the school board is then 
expected to hold a business session 
and by its vote alone make the site 
tilt* choice of the school hoard. 


T ie general understanding tiiat the 
school hoard and the advisory commit­ 
tee would ballot jointly was given by 
the remarks bf the president of the 
hoard. VV. I.. Duggan, who at the meet­ 
ing of the school hoard on 
dan. 9 
stated that tlie school board Intended 
that the committee would vote with 
the school hoard on an equal footing 
in the selection of the site.

THE POLY-HIGH SITE 


Attention is hereby directed to a 
communication from Col. S. H. Finley 
published elsewhere in this paper on 
the subject of the Poly High location. 
It is not our intention to engage in 
any controversy or argument with Col. 
Finley or any one else on this subject. 
Indeed we have no desire to controvert 
Col. Finley’s argument in favor of the 
East Side. 
It is a beautiful and de­ 
sirable residence section, and there 
is much force in some of the argu­ 
ments Col. Finley presents 
in 
its 
favor. 
There would have been more 
force in them, but for Col. Finley’s 
frankness in adm itting in one para­ 
graph that he Is probably influenced 
in his opinion and judgment by th* 
fact that his residence is located 
a 
mile and a quarter east of town, and 
in another paragraph stating his (Tis- 
belief in the possibility of unbiased 
judgment on the part of the editor of 
the Register or any member of the 
school board. 
As far as the editor of this paper is 
concerned, Col Finley is utterly mis­ 
taken. Our statem ent of what we be­ 
lieve are good reasons why the school 
should be located in the northern part 
of the city was made with absolute 
freedom from selfish or personal In­ 
terest. 
Indeed we would personally 
prefer a location for the school which 
would not add to the volume of traffic 
past our residence. 
That was one of 
the reasons we tried to buy Col. Fin­ 
ley’s lot on East Fourth—because it is 
a comparatively quiet location. 
Just one word more to keep the 
record straight. 
Col. Finley insists 
that the Register “eliminated” 
the 
East Side from consideration and re­ 
fers to “your” (our) “objection to the 
Grand Avenue site.” That is not quite 
right. 
The school board “eliminated” 
the East Side; all we did was to ex­ 
press our approval of 
that 
action 
SOLELY ON THE GROUND that 
location there would involve the cross 
ing of half a dozen or more railroad 
tracks, the number of which will in 
crease as the city grows. 
The Register is not disposed to at 
tempt to unduly influence the loca 
tlon of the Poly-High. 
It felt that 
generally speaking, other things being 
equal, the northern part of the city 
was preferable to the southern part 
It said so and gave its reasons. 
It 
still believes so, and that the reasons 
given were good. 
Further than that 
we have no desire to go.

this week by killing four men on the 
scaffold, a body of Los Angeles cit! 
tens have appealed to the governor 
It is to be hoped he can see his way 
clear to grant their request for a state­ 
wide referendum on capital punish 
ment before any further executions 
are authorized. 
Whether the viewpoint is the one 
expressed by Senator Hewitt—that in 
a democracy the people should have 
a right to record their views 
from 
time to time on moral questions Uke 
this—or of Reynold E. Blight—that 
killing by the state is a relic of a bar 
barous age when blood was shed even 
for minor offenses—the propriety of 
the request is evident. 
There has oeen a lamentable lack of 
thinking on this subject by the public. 
Successive generations have condoned 
public executions and acquiesced in 
the killing of innocent men in many 
instances—who 
can 
doubt 
it?—be­ 
cause the last generation did it. 
But 
that the social conscience has been at 
work is evident. 
Juries have so gen 
orally recoiled from the idea of send 
ing fellow humans to the gallows that 
convictions are hard to obtain. 
And with startling result. Last year 
there were in the United States near­ 
ly 87,000 homicides, with but 1149 ex­ 
ecutions. The law providing the death 
penalty therefore works against the 
administration of justice instead of 
promoting it. 
The illogical 
theory 
that the state can stop human killing 
by doing human killing will not stand 
scrutiny in the light of experience.— 
Los Angeles Tribune.

In the fourth article in this series 
we showed that it is only through in­ 
surance against 
industrial 
accident 
that the cost of accidents can be car­ 
ried to the ultimate consumer, and 
we expressed the opinion that under 
a well worked out system of Insur­ 
ance, at what it is really worth to in­ 
sure, compensation coverage to the 
farmer might not 
exceed 
one per 
cent of his average annual 
payroll. 
It will be of interest to the farmer 
to know what insurance rates now 
are. 
The straight liability rate for farm 
labor, agreed upon by those liability 
companies that are 
in combination 
as to rate making Is $1.50 per $100 
of annual payroll. This rate furnishes 
a policy that will indemnify its hold­ 
er against a judgment for damages 
against him of $5000 for any one in­ 
jury or $10,000 for any one accident 
where more than one is hurt. 
If a 
farm hand be injured, and he sues 
the farm er Who 
employs 
him, the 
company issuing the policy will de­ 
fend the suit and. if 
Judgment 
be 
rendered against the farmer, the lia­ 
bility company will 
pay 
the judg­ 
ment—after it has lawed 
the case 
four or five years and carried it to 
the court of last resort, provided, of 
course, that the judgment is not for 
a greater sum than $5000 for any one 
injury. 
This is, as we see it, the 
wrong 
kind of insurance 
so far as public 
policy is 
concerned. 
The 
injured 
employee is only an 
incident 
con­ 
nected with it and not a party to it. 
The employer is insured against the 
consequences of law suits 
and not 
the 
employee 
against 
the 
conse­ 
quence of accidents, 
but 
it 
does 
fairly protect the farmer against fi­ 
nancial hardship resulting 
from ac­ 
cidents which befall his men, and it 
is not 
exorbitantly 
expensive. 
No 
farmer la going to be ruined by be­ 
ing forced to pay IM per cent more 
wages. $1.50 per $100, than he has 
been paying and that is what liabili­ 
ty insurance amounts to, an increase 
of IM P«r cent in wages. 
The compensation rate fixed by the 
associated companies is $4 per $100 
of annual wages paid, or a wage in­ 
crease of 4 per 
cent 
per 
annum. 
Even this should not spread disaster 


and ruin throughout California. 
For 
instance, if a farmer has been pay­ 
ing his men $25 per month, and has 
to take out compensation insurance 
to protect himself in the event that 
they get hurt, that will 
make 
the 
wage cost to him equivalent to $26 
per month instead of $25. 
Is that 
any killing m atter? 
While under the law of liability for 
damages the standard 
policy 
may 
not cover the entire risk of an em­ 
ployer, inasmuch as a judgment may 
be rendered against 
him 
for more 
than $5000, under compensation the 
standard policy 
covers 
the 
entire 
risk for the reason that $5000 is the 
outside amount to be 
paid 
in any 
possible event. 
The coverage is am­ 
ple to cover all contingencies In all 
industries. 
i 
The Industrial Accident 
Board is 
not satisfied that the insurance rates 
now being charged 
are 
as low as 
they should be, but, as to fanning op­ 
erations, they are certainly not de­ 
structive, and it should be as easy 
to coverUPUPAMNU NU NU NUN 
for the farm er to 
place 
insurance 
Covering those who work for him as 
to cover his house or barn, his crop 
or his automobile, if he has one, and, 
in this rapid age of ours, he is fairly 
certain to have one. 
In Germany there are forty-eight 
farm ers’ insurance associations, self 
governing, except as to certain gov­ 
ernm ental regulations to insure sol­ 
vency and the collection of prudent 
reserves, and these associations in­ 
sure 11,000,000 farm employees Why 
may not the farmers of California or­ 
ganize a few farm mutual insurance 
associations for the carrying of one 
another’s burdens of accident at ac­ 
tual coat? 
The only answer is that 
California has not now any enabling 
act whereby fanners 
may 
so or­ 
ganize, but It easily may 
have 
be­ 
fore the year 1913 has far advanced. 
The Industrial 
Accident 
Board in­ 
tends to present the text of such a 
law to the next session of the legis­ 
lature and hopes to have the co-op­ 
eration of the farmers 
in enacting 
that text into law. 
In our next article we shalt under­ 
take to show the farmer 
who 
has 
paid for insurance covering his risks 
under the RoBeberry law where and 
how he is to get his money back.

work on the Panama Canal draws to 
a close and it becomes apparent that 
the difficult problems of construction 
and engineering hiave been success 
fully solved. Interest in social cond! 
tions in the Canal 
Zone 
Increases 
and visitors returning 
from 
Colon 
and other places in the vicinity are 
eagerly questioned as to “what takes 
the place of the theater and other 
amusements in the zone? 
Unfortunately no data 
are avail­ 
able either here or in 
Panama to 
make possible a comparison between 
this country and the Canal Zone, but 
It is the opinion of careful observers 
that the American 
canal 
workers 
have as many breaks, and on the av­ 
erage of as good quality, In the rou­ 
tine of their lives as they had in the 
cities of the "home country." 
Moving pictures, 
that element of 
instruction and 
entertainm ent 
sec­ 
ond to none when price and esse of 
accessibility are considered, are the 
principal source of entertainm ent in 
the zone. 
A large number of "wig­ 
gle picture” houses, many of them aa 
elaborate aa those in the States, dot 
the Isthmus and these

Among the problems 
which 
are 
vexing the War Department and oc 
cupying a large proportion 
of 
the 
attention of the officials of the army 
la the organization of the staff sys 
tem. 
While the present "detailed’ 
staff system—in which 
officers 
of 
the army are only 
allotted to staff 
duty for a comparatively short lie 
riod and then reduced 
to the line 
for further 
practical 
experience 
has many opponents and a return to 
the old "permanent” system is im 
mlnent. 
Major General J 
Franklin 
Bell, commanding 
the 
Philippines 
Division, in his annual report just 
transm itted to the War Department 
expresses 
himself 
as 
being 
very 
much in favor of tho 
detailed sys­ 
tem and opposed to any change. 
In the course of his 
report, Gen­ 
eral Bell says: 
"A return to the permanent staff 
system would have this serious de­ 
fect, that once inefficient officers be­ 
come permanent 
members 
of staff 
corps, through influence which need 
not be discussed, it 
becomes 
very 
difficult for said corps ever to get 
rid of them, 
A striking example of 
this difficulty has just been 
had In 
the case of a staff officer who baa 
been hopelessly inefficient ever ainee 
he was appointed, 
more 
than ten 
year* ago. 
There are others, almost 


be equally difficult 
to 
get rid of. 
These facts are notorious and need 
no argument. 
Tho retention of such 
officers on a staff corps has a most 
serious effect upon the interests of 
the army as a whole, 
for inefficient 
staff officers not 
only 
constitute a 
menace to the efficiency 
of the en­ 
tire army but are a continual source 
of embarrassment and 
difficulty to 
the staff departments concerned, be­ 
sides lowering the 
standard 
of ef­ 
ficiency therein." 
After further discussing 
the rela­ 
tive m erits of th© detailed and per­ 
manent systems, General 
Bell con­ 
cludes: 
“It is my decided 
opinion 
that, 
should the law he modified so as to 
authorize the continuous retention of 
all field officers in staff corps, a pro­ 
vision should he included 
requiring 
such field officers to serve not less 
than five months of each five years 
actually on duty with troops at some 
military post of the 
command with 
which they are serving." 
It was stated at the W ar Depart­ 
ment that there are a number of of­

for

years— 
therefore the Bell provision with re­ 
gard to the detailed staff would w'ork 
a decided change in the
